My family and I will con- 
tinue to rely upon the truth, and 
I am sure with God's help this 
will prevail." 


He told newsmen, "I did not 


order a massacre at My Lai and 
1 did not see a massacre take 
place, I hope the American pub- 
lic will withhold its judgment 
until the true facts are estab- 
lished in a court of law." 


An Army spokesman at near- 


by Ft, McPherson, where the 
My Lai investigation is cen- 
tered, had announced the new 
charge against Medina earlier 
in the day, 


It declares the captain was 


responsible for the alleged mur» 
der of noncorobatant persons al- 
legedly committed by members 
of his company, 


The Army did not specify the 


number of deaths for which 
Medina was accused of being 
responsible. However, Medina 
said he had been informed by a 
superior officer that it was "not 
less than 175,"

cision until after a party meet- 
ing at Little Rock Saturday. 


Matthews said Johnson would 


be eligible to vote as a Demo- 
crat and that the Democratic 
State Commission might consid- 
er Johnson's eligibility as a 
candidate at an April 10 meet- 
ing at Blythevllle. 


Matthews said the question is 


whether Johnson violated his 
party loyalty oath in the 1968 
general elections by not sup- 
porting all Democratic candi- 
dates. Johnson has said that he 
did not support Sen. J. W. Ful- 
bright, who defeated Johnson in 
the party primary and went on 
to beat Republican Charles Ber- 
nard of Earle in the general 
election.

TEXARKANA, Ark. (AP) - 


Officials of the Texas and Ar* 
kansas sides of this border city 
are at odds again. 


This time the difference of 


opinion is over the choice of a 
consultant to conduct a study of 
the transportation 
system in 


Texarkana. 


The Texas City Council lias 


voted to award the contract to 
Day & Zimmerman Inc. of Phil- 
adelphia, which submitted a low 
bid of $16,500. 


The Arkansas City Board of 


Directors, however, has voted to 
award the contract to EBS Man- 
agement Systems of Washington 
D.C. for $30,725. 


The contract can not be fina- 


lized until the two city govern- 
ments reach an agreement since 
the study is a joint project of 
both sides of the city. 


Officials on the Arkansas side 


have said they would like to 
meet with Texas officials to 
work out a compromise. 


Texas City Manager Ben Mi- 


zell said Wednesday, however, 
"We have elected to do nothing 
further unless the City Council 
decides to take further action. 
We have made our recommenda- 
tions and the council has acted 
and that is it as far as we are 
concerned." 


Currently, 
a private 
firm 


operates a bus system of trans- 
portation for both sides of the 
city. The purpose of (lie study 
would be to determine if the 
present system is best for the 
city and, if not, to make recom- 
mendations for a better form of 
mass transportation. 


The Arkansas directors, after 


learning of the Texas side deci- 
sion to award the contract to 
Day & Zimmerman said "We 
deeply regret this action... but 
this lack of cooperation has been 
more the rule than the excep- 
tion in recent months. 


"We have experienced the 


same problems of coordination 
with other joint programs such 
as rat control, dental health, and 
mental health and retardation," 
the directors said. "Even the 
dog pound cost $110,000 more 
due to delays created by the 
Texas City Council." 


The federal 
Transportation 


Department, which las made 
funds available for the study, 
has set a $30,000 ceiling on the 
cost of the study and will pay 
up to two-thirds of the cost. 
Both sides of the city have re- 
ceived $3,000 grants under the 
Model Cities program to help fi- 
nance the project. 


City officials say application 


for department funds should be 
made by April 15, but the con- 
sultant chosen by the city has 
to apply for the funds.

Administration 
Has Noted 
Housing Crisis 
WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Nixon administration has noted 
today's housing crisis in a re- 
port to Congress, saying there 
should be some improvement by 
this summer. 


The present housing goal for 


the 1971 fiscal year is 2.04 mil- 
lion units, down 185,000 from an 
earlier target. In ten years, (he 
administration says, the nation- 
al goal is 26 million more units, 
including six million for low and 
moderate income families. 


In the short run, the annual 


report prepared for the Presi- 
dent said, at least $20.0 billion in 
new residential mortgage loans 
will be secured. 


"This should be sufficient to 


spark a turnaround in housing 
production by the summer so 
that the coming fiscal year's 
production target can be met." 


As it is, the report noted 


Wednesday, the easiest way for 
nearly half of all American fam- 
ilies to meet their housing needs 
is to buy a mobile home. 


Conventionally 
built 
new 


homes now offered for sale cost 
about $27,000. "Nearly half of 
all American families probably 
cannot afford to pay much more 
than $15,000 for ahome," there- 
port said. "Yet today the only 
significant 
amounts 
of 
new 


housing available In that price 
range are mobile homes." 


The 
national housing 
goal 


does not take into account mo- 
bile home construction. 


The housing crisis was caused 


by "the harsh erosion of infla- 
tion and the tight monetary poli- 
cy necessary to curb it has 
grievously crippled. our,, nation's. 
housing industry." 


Housing costs, it said, have 


"risen 
sharply- indeed much 


faster than the rise in over-all 
cost of living." 


Without vigorous federal in- 


tervention, housing production 
would have dropped much more 
severely than it has in the past 
year, the administration said.

Frank Epstein said some 20 
program assistants visited fam- 
ilies receiving assistance in ef- 
forts to teach different ways of 
cooking food.

visited needed was food, not 
novel and igenlous ways of 
cooking the food," Epstein said. 
"I'm thinking particularly of a 
family of nine who were eating 
only one meal a day. The chil- 
dren were skinny and tired 
looking as they watched the 
program assistant show their 
mother how to bake a peanut 
butter pie." 


He said one program assis- 


tant summed up the situation 
by saying "We don't do much 
good since the families don't 
have food." 


Epstein and David Clarke al- 


so evaluated the supplemental 
food and the special *'ood ser- 
vice programs in the county. 


Only 923 persons were en- 


rolled in the supplemental food 
program 
at the time of the 


check although 4,400 were eli- 
gible. The program is designed 
to provide high protein and vi- 
tamin-fortified commodities to 
persons In low-income families 
vulnerable to malnutrition. 


Epstein and Clarke said they 


were told by the county health 
director 
that "no media have 


been employed to inform the 
populace of the program for 
fear that the health department 
would 
inundated 
with appli- 


cants." 


Clarke said only 55 children 


are participating in the special 
clijld feeding program although 
the program is open to all cWl» 
dren aged 3 to 17, He said the 
55 are enrolled in two day*care 
centers in Pine Bluff. 


"The reason, only two centers 


are participating is attributed 
to the fact that the USPA Agri. 
culture Department will not en- 
roll .any center not certified by 
the Arkansas Department of 
Public Welfare," Clarke said. 


He said there apparently had 


teen little or no effort to notify 
other centers of the program.

for some time before reach- 
ing over and playing the ace 
of spades.

Analysis of the lead was

Skin Rash May Clear Up 


Without Any Treatment 


Q—I have pityriasis rosea. 


What causes it? Is it catch- 
ing? What is the best treat- 
ment? Can I get it more than 
once? 


A—This somewhat unsight- 


ly skin rash is now believed 
to be caused by a rather be- 
nevolent virus — it usually 
clears up without any treat- 
ment in six to 10 weeks. 
Since no widespread epidem- 
ic has ever been reported, it 
cannot be said to be very 
contagious. To relieve the 
troublesome itching the best 
treatment is a smaljl dose of 
Ultraviolet light obtained by 
sunbathing or a 
mercury- 


quartz sunlamp. 
Calamine 


lotion with phenol or betha- 
methasone (Valisone) cream 
are also helpful. The latter 
requires a prescription. Re- 
currences are very rare- 
less than one per cent of all 
cases. 


Q — My doctor says that 


women over 40 should take 
female hormones but after 
taking Premarin daily (ex- 
cept every fourth week) I 
began to ^ain weight. When 
I stop taking the drug, I go 
back to normal weight. Isn't 
there a hormone that will 
not make me gain weight? 


A — If you don't increase 


your caloric intake and de- 
crease your physical exer- 
cise, it can be assumed that 
the gain in weight is due to 
waterlogging and not fat. Re- 
ducing the dosage of the hor- 
mone, cutting down y o u r 
fluid intake or taking a diu- 
retic should solve your prob- 
lem.

down? 


A—No.

ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) - Two 


years ago, George Wallace of 
Alabami 'von a place on the 
ballot of all 50 states as a third 
party candidate for president. 


He did it through the efforts of 


a group of state organizations 
using various names, but re- 
ferred to generally as the Amer- 
ican Independent party (AIP). 


At the peak of his campaign, 


there was speculation that Wal- 
lace's organization conceivably 
could form the nucleus of a ma- 
jor permanent third party offer- 
ing state and local candidates 
and competing with 
Republi- 


cans and Democrats in some 
states. 


As the 1970 elections draw 


closer, however, the AIP, al- 
most everywhere, is suffering 


• from a lack of funds, a lack of 


organization and from intra-par- 
ty squabbles. Its chances, ac- 
cording to a national survey by 
The Associated Press, of elect- 
ing anything more than a hand- 
ful of local and-or state officials 
are extremely remote. 


in 
many cases where candi- 


dates are being offered this 
year, party spokesmen acknowl- 
edge that they have little hope 
of winning. Even in the five 
Southern states which Wallace 
carried in 1968, AIP activity is 
either fragmented or nonexist- 
ent. 


v In Wallace's home state of Al- 
abama, ironically, there is no 
AIP. In his presidential cam- 
paign Wallace used the regular 
party 
machinery there— Gov. 


Albert Brewer was one of his 
electors— and Hubert H. Hum- 
phrey was listed as the candi- 
date for President of two splin- 
ter groups, the National Demo- 
cratic Party of Alabama and 
the Alabama Independent Dem- 
ocratic 
party. 
Wallace 
and 


Brewer are now fighting for the 
Democratic nomination for gov- 
ernor. 


In Mississippi the situation is 


much the same. Regular state 
Democrats formed the basis of 
Wallace support, and the major- 
ity of them are expected to back 
state 
Democratic candidates 


this year. 


In Georgia, chairman Roy V. 


Harris says the AIP is "laying 
low and waiting for '72," when 
Wallace may try for the presi- 
dency again— if he wins this 
year's bid for governor. 


One strong Wallace support- 


er, 
Dr. McKee Hargrett, has 


announced that he will run for 
gover.ior, 


But indications at the moment 


are that if Hargrett, a state leg- 
islator, makes the race it will be 
in the Democratic primary,
